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Feedlot  Placements  Jump 

Relatively  strong  fed  cattle 
prices  and  continued  favorable  feeding 
margins  helped  to  produce  a  surge  in 
feeder  cattle  placements  late  in  the 
summer.  After  declining  13  percent  in 
July  and  rising  only  5  percent  in 
August,  placements  of  cattle  on  feed 
in  the  seven  major  feeding  States 
during  September  jumped  35  percent 
above  a  year  earlier.  The  large 
September  "movement  of  cattle  into 
feedlots  boosted  third  quarter  place- 
ments in  23  States  22  percent  above  a 
year  earlier,  the  second  consecutive 
quarterly  increase  following  2  years 
of  decline. 

September  placements  in  the  seven 
States  totaled  over  2  million  head, 
the  largest  September  level  on  record

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CATTLE  ON  FEED,  PLACEMENTS  AND  MARKETINGS 
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for  these  States  and  the  largest  for 
any  month  since  October  1973. 
Placements  in  each  of  the  seven  States 
rose  sharply  over  a  year  earlier  in 
September,  but  the  largest  year-to- 
year  increases  were  in  Arizona, 
Kansas,  and  Texas,  where  commercial 
feedlots  predominate.  Large  increases 
in  these  States  suggest  that  some 
outside  investment  capital  may  be 
moving  back  into  the  Southwest 's 
cattle  feeding  industry. 

Placements  during  the  third  quar- 
ter were  large  enough  to  raise  the 
quarterly  cattle  on  feed  inventory 
over  a  year  earlier  for  the  first  time 
since  October  1973,  On  October  1  the 
23  State  inventory  stood  at  9.3  mil- 
lion head,  up  2  percent  from  October 
1974  but  still  23  percent  below  the 
record  October  1  level  of  12  million 
head  set  in  19  73. 

Feeding  Periods  May  Lengthen 

Recent  trends  toward  placing 
heavier  cattle  on  feed  for  a  shorter 
turn  in  the  feedlot  may  be  reversing 
again.  Lightweight  feeder  cattle 
selling  at  a  discount  from  heavier 
feeders,  coupled  with  recent  declines 
in  feed  prices,  have  helped  strengthen 
feedlot  demand  for  calves.  Also,  the 
supply  of  heavy  feeder  cattle  is  being 
worked  do\^m.  Apparently,  more  light 
cattle  were  placed  on  feed  during  the 
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summer  and  early  fall  than  in  previous 
months.  All  the  increase  in  the 
October  1  cattle  on  feed  inventory  was 
in  the  under-900-pound  weight  groups. 
The  sharpest  year-to-year  increases 
were  in  the  number  of  cattle  on  feed 
weighing  less  than  700  pounds.  The 
number  of  cattle  on  feed  weighing  over 
900  pounds  remained  well  below  year- 
ago  levels. 

Although  still  below  1973  levels, 
the  number  of  heifers  on  feed  this 
fall  was  up  23  percent  from  October 
1974,  while  the  inventory  of  steers 
on  feed  was  down  6  percent. 

Increased  feedlot  demand  in  late 
summer  and  early  fall  helped  bolster 
the  feeder  cattle  market  even  though 
cattle  began  moving  off  grass  in 
volume.  Choice  600-700  pound  feeder 
steers  at  Kansas  City  reached  yearly 
highs  in  September  and  October  of 
around  $38-$39  per  100  pounds.  This 
was  up  almost  $4  from  mid-August  and 
about  $10  above  1974  levels. 
Lightweight  feeder  cattle,  however, 
still  sold  $2-$4  per  100  pounds  below 
heavier  animals  of  comparable  grade. 

Cattle  feeders  in  the  23  States  on 
October  1  planned  to  market  just  over 
5  million  fed  cattle  for  slaughter 
during  October-December,  slightly  more 
than  in  the  third  quarter.  If  these 
intentions  are  realized,  fourth  quar- 
ter marketings  would  be  the  smallest 
for  that  season  since  1966,  9  percent 
short  of  a  year  ago,  and  22  percent 
below  1973,  Feeders  planned  to  market 
35  percent  of  these  cattle  during 
October,  31  percent  in  November,  and 
34  percent  in  December. 

More  Fed  Cattle  Ahead 

Judging  from  the  number  of  cattle 
on  feed  by  weight  groups,  fed  beef 
supplies  will  continue  below  year- 
earlier  levels  for  the  remainder  of 
this  year,  but  then  begin  to  increase 
in  the  winter.  Longer  feeding  periods 
may  help  to  stretch  out  marketings  and 
could  prevent  a  bulge  in  fed  beef 
supplies      in    early     1976.  Expected 


seasonal  reductions  in  nonfed 
slaughter  in  the  winter  and  spring  may 
partially  offset  expected  increases  in 
fed  marketings.  Even  so,  more  fed 
beef  will  place  downward  pressure  on 
fed  cattle  prices  in  early  1976.  >fost 
cattle  feeders  were  able  to  cover 
production  costs  in  late  October  with 
Choice  slaughter  steers  selling  around 
$46-$48  per  100  pounds.  But  consider- 
ing recent  increases  in  the  cost  of 
feeder  cattle,  expected  declines  in 
fed  cattle  prices  this  fall  and  winter 
might  squeeze  feeding  margins  again 
and  slow  the  rate  of  feeder  cattle 
placements.  Lower  feed  costs  through 
the  winter  would  at  least  partially 
offset  some  declines  in  fed  cattle 
prices. 

Hog  Prices  Drop 

Although  hog  slaughter  and  pork 
production  through  most  of  October 
continued  to  run  20-25  percent  below 
year-earlier  levels,  market  hog  prices 
dipped  sharply  around  mid-month. 
Barrows  and  gilts  at  seven  markets 
topped  a  record  $63  per  100  pounds  in 
late  September  and  early  October  but 
by  the  end  of  the  month  had  fallen 
into  the  low  to  mid-$50's.  Day-to-day 
price  fluctuations  were  wide  as  hog 
prices  moved  lower.  Price  declines 
were  generally  precipitated  by  lower 
beef  prices,  some  seasonal  increase  in 
weekly  hog  slaughter  rates,  the  sodium 
nitrite  issue,  and  adjustments  in 
farm-to-retail  marketing  margins.  The 
decline  in  live  hog  prices  was 
preceeded  by  a  significant  narrowing 
of  the  spread  between  farm  and 
wholesale  prices. 

Retail  pork  prices  in  mid-October 
were  at  record  levels  of  about  $1.59 
per  pound,  6  cents  per  pound  above  the 
average  retail  price  of  beef.  The  hog 
market  may  continue  to  be  rather 
volatile  for  the  next  several  weeks, 
but  considering  the  relatively  small 
pork  supply  expected  for  the  remainder 
of  1975,  further  sharp  declines  in  hog 
prices  seem  unlikely.
